Which Trees Should You Plant? 


You should choose Evergreens according to the 
use you have for them, and the soil and sun condi- 
tions where they’re to be planted. American Arbor- 
vitae, Scotch Pine, Norway Spruce, White Pine and 
White Spruce are best for windbreaks and screen 
plantings. Colorado Blue Spruce, Scotch Pine, and 
Engelmann Spruce are very beautiful Trees for orna- 
mental use. American Arborvitae, Canadian Hem- 
lock, Norway Spruce, Red Spruce and White Spruce 
make fine hedges. Scotch Pine and Austrian Pine 
can be grown successfully in very poor soil — Jack 
Pine, even in barren sand! Read descriptions at right 


for full information.

American Arborvitae. Also called White Cedar. Excel- 
lent for hedges and windbreaks. Dark green foliage. 
Easily pruned. Moist soil. Mature height 40 to 60 ft. 

Balsam Fir. Symmetrical, fragrant. Flat blue-green needles. 
Prefers medium to heavy soil, thrives in shade. Mature 
height about 50 ft. 

Douglas Fir. Soft dark green to gray-blue needles. Rapid 
grower. Medium soil. Mature height about 70 ft. 

Canadian Hemlock. Lacy foliage — easily pruned. Prefers 
shade. Moist soil. Mature height about 70 ft. 

European Larch. Bright green feather foliage. Deciduous. 
Moist soil. Slender, pyramidal form. Very fast growing. 
Mature height 60 to go ft. 

Oriental Larch. Feathery foliage. Semi-symmetrical. Very 
fast growing. Mature height 60 to 75 ft. 

Austrian Pine. Deep green foliage. Prefers rich, light loam 
with well-drained sub-soil. Particularly good for city 
and seashore planting. Mature height about 50 ft. 

Jack Pine. Fast growing. Warm yellow-green foliage. 
Shortest needles of any Pine. Excellent for planting in 
barren sand. Mature height 40 to 50 ft. 

Mugho Pine. Dwarf, spreading, slow growing. Hardy 
except in wet soil. Prunes at any height. Mature height 
6 to 10 ft. 





Red Pine. Dense foliage. Rapid growing. Thrives in dry 
soil, needs sun. Mature height about roo ft. 


Scotch Pine. Rapid growing. Ornamental light gray- green 
foliage. Will grow in poor soil. Best for quick-growing 
screens. Mature height 50 to 60 ft. 


White Pine. Rapid grower. Prefers light sandy soil. Spread- 
ing limbs, but easily adapted to windbreaks and screens. 
Mature height about go ft. 


Black Hill Spruce. Very compact pyramidal Tree. Prefers 
medium wet soil. Mature height 20 to 30 ft. 


Colorado Blue Spruce. Color ranges from light blue- 
green to beautiful blue. Grows in any soil. Prefers sun. 
Mature height about 80 ft. 


Engelmann Spruce. Blue-green to steel blue. Moist soil. 
Mature height about 60 ft. 


Norway Spruce. Dark green, graceful, symmetrical Tree. 
Makes excellent hedges and windbreaks. Heavy soil, will 
grow in partial shade. Mature height about 80 ft. 


White Spruce. Symmetrical. Light silvery-green foliage. 
Makes good hedges and windbreaks. Moist soil, will grow 
in partial shade. Mature height 60 to 75 ft.
